If you 
get a sufficiently large turn-out, there can be prizes for the most 
novel routines, the most expert, the best-looking couple, etc. A 
sock way of working up interest in a stunt like this would be to 
get a team to represent each class—senior, junior, freshman and 
sophomore—and let them battle it out. Go after your daily pa- 
per to help you sponsor this one. 

Other good possibilities are an out-and-out college amateur 
night open to all kinds of student entertainers; a college song- 
writing contest and a collegiate popularity contest.

Exhibitors using radio time should try to spot the plugs for

Another eye-opener would be a trio of pretty sweater girls 
strolling about the busiest sections. Have ‘em wear the kind 
of pullovers that are usually covered with all sorts of slogans, 
sketches, etc. The first one’s should be lettered: MAKE A DATE 
WITH US: the second reads: FOR “CAMPUS RHYTHM”; the 
third is: AT THE BLANK THEATRE.

For a gay and boisterous time stage a college night, featur- 
ing a@ group initiation of fraternity and sorority pledgees in your 
theatre. Make arrangements with several of the college organi- 
zations which always love to attract as much attention as pos- 
sible to their initiation hi-jinks, and have them compete to see 
which one can stage the funniest, the most novel or the best 
ceremony. Let the winner be decided by audience applause. 
We guarantee this stunt will pack the house and give every pa- 
tron a walloping good time. It’s particularly appropriate, too, 
because much of the action of “Campus Rhythm” takes place in 
fraternity and sorority houses. Exhibitors who lack stage space 
or those who can’t spare the running time may get equally good 
results by arranging for the initiation to take place in the lobby 
or out front. 


Incidentally, the above stunt suggests a good way of get- 
ting all the ballyhoo help you need. Make a deal with the offi- 
cers of the various “houses” for them to supply some pledgees 
to do any kind of screwy ballyhoo work you may dream up.

Don't miss out on getting plugs for “Campus Rhythm” at all 
collegiate social events. Go after the committee running each 
affair and work out a deal whereby you give their shindig a 
boost with a placard in the lobby and provide them with a few 
pairs of ducats to use as door prizes or awards for dance con- 
tests. Also plant very neat-looking layouts of stills showing 
the typical college atmosphere of the picture. Of course, if the 
budget will stand it, your best break would come from donating 
a small cup to be used as a prize for a “Campus Rhythm” dance.
